Now, 
this spring, there have already budded twenty species cacti and thirteen succulents, the best 
count can make, the treatment worked. Some the plants have already had two applications fertilizer 
about month apart, and all them showing growth have had least one. Since not have greenhouse, 
take advantage all the light can get. also feel that good rest least two months most advis- 
able for both cacti and succulents. I’ve learned something else this winter. keep plants like Echeverias, 
Sedums, Crassulas, dry and cool. They will keep their beautiful shapes and colors, and thus have been reward- 
ed—for what would appear neglect. course when these plants start bud they need small amount 
water, but not too much. shall glad answer enquiries from people who have short growing seasons 
like have here.
